Mr. W. 8. Thomas, chairman of the 
Democratic st^te committee, who call- 
ed the conTflHtibli to order and intro- 
duced the noted priest, acepted the 
gavel and made an address of some 
length on the work of the last cam- 
paign and the freat contest that was to 
be waged this year preceding the presi- 
dential election. 

Judge W. P. Mooney, temporary 
chairman of the convention, was then 
ftatroduced and waa received with a 
great ovation. 

Mooncy'B Keynote. 

In his keynote Bpeecb Judge Mooney 
announced there would be no contest 
on tbe platform, Ohio Democracy 
■tandlnf on the Chicago platform. He 
dlSCQAM tbe financial question, lleclar- 
(nk tree silver was an Issuie but that 
the Republican leaders unable to go 
Ulto fiar^ersbip with Ettrppe on tbe 
silT«r qoaatlM ware oonunitted t« a 
bank currency. Business revival in 
tbe Ignited States Was common in 
other countriiB and was but the reac- 
tion Of a world pa^ic and a world fam- 
ine. He speike of the universal ten- 
dency for trusts and wanted to know 
why the Republican party does not 
prosecute the trusts Instead of de- 
nouncing them on paper. He charged 
that trusts own this administration and 
^heir title to it will renaatn unaueation^ 
ed until Hanna is dethroned. He at- 
tributed the Anglo-American alliance 
to the Republican adminlBtratlon and 
poademhed imperialism and pro- 
nounced the present war in the Philip- 
pines as criminal aggression. ' AA the 
close Judge Mooney eulogtied Bryan 
u the standardbcarer for 1900. 

Hon. Horace L. Chapman, one of 
tboae mentioned for governor, sent a 
telegraJ9 of Congratulations to this 
Ohio Democracy. Mr. Chapman was 
the nominee for governor two years 
ago. 

After the adoption of rules the re- 



ports on credentials were presented. 
The majority report seated all the Mc- 
Lean delegates with the exception of 
Highland county, from which county 
It was recommended that the anti- 
McLean delegation be seated. 

Tbe minority report related only to 
the Cuyahoga county contest and rec- 
ommended the seating of the Wilson 
delegation Instead of the Ralfn-McKay 
delegates. The most bitter speeches 
were made <^ both sides, with yellif 
frbtt the tidlery at times about liars. 

A motion to lay the minority report 
on tbe taole waa lost. The previous 
question was ordered on a motion to 
substitute the minority report for the 
laajority report Jhe couaties vrere 
ildled after vive Toee Tot^s were Aim- 
pvted and the vote to substitute the 
■rinority report for the majority re- 
port resulted 341 yeas, 889 nays. Tbe 
rasttt 9i this ballot caused quite a stir 
ai it was ';he flrst open test of strength. 

Some McLean men voted "yes." al- 
though bis managers were trying to 
line up all their men against tbe mi- 
gority report. All of the field a(ainst 
McLean voted la the afflfmatiTe. 

The 56 contested votes of Cuyahoga 
rounty could not be cast on this bal- 
lot. The majority report was then 
adopted when the reports on perma- 
nent organisation and resolutions were 
adopted. 

The vote on the adoption of the ma- 
jority report on credentials was 437 
yeas and SOS nays. The Cuyahoga del- 
egation was still prohibited from vot- 
ing on this ballot. With the Cuya- 
hoga votes added to the 437 the .Mc- 
I^ean men then had 4I»3 to 309 of the 
combined opposition and took every- 
thing withotH further contest. 

The report 'of the committee on per- 
manent organization as decided on dur- 
ing the night was amended so as to 
make permanent tbe temporar;^ organ- 
isation. This eontlniMd Hon.. Thomas 
J. Cogan as secretary as well as Judge 
Mooney and not Conftressmab Norton 
as chairman and left the anti-Mi I.efin 
men without representation. The only 
concession that had been made in the 
committees was on the committee on 
permanent organization, but after the 
Kilbourne men had claimed it as a vic- 
tory the report was not adopted and 
the temporary organisation was con- 
tinued. 

The committee on plan of organi- 
sation reported In favor of referring 
the new constitution back to the state 
executive committee with foli power 
to adopt. This report was adopted. 

Then the counties were called for 
nomination for governor and much 
time was devoted to speeches. 
Karnes Presented. 

The name of ex-Mayor Jam^s A. Rice 
of Canton was presented by Kopre 
Eentatlve Aflen. 

General A. J. Warner presented tbe 
name of Colonel James Kilbourne of 
Columbus In a most vigorous speech 
and It was seconded equally vigorous 
by Judge A. W. Patrick. 

Tbe name of Hon. Charlea N. Haskell 
of Ottawa was presented by Bon. 
Charles W. Baker of Defiance. 

When Ur. James A. Norton, member 
of congress from tbe Tiffin district, 
arose to present the name of John R. 
McLean of Cincinnati there was a 
great demonstrmtloa, which was met 
by hisses. 

Dr. Norton replied to both demon- 
strations and especially to "the threats 
and ahnso ' in tte p^oedlng ^ssoh of 
General Warner. 

Dr. Norton's speech was followed by 
another demonstration and then Dr. 
John A. Wright, of Tolfdo, presented 
the name of Osoeral Isaac IL SlMrwood 
of Toleteb ssooaded by Representative 
Monnet. 

Ex- Representative Curtis McBride 
presented the name of James P. Bsw- 
ard of Mansflsld. 

Thne fmm^ • (demonstration af- 
ter tie ftomliatloft ot MeLean was 
known tb have been secured that the 
secretary could not announce the vote 
except MSH tor McLean and S27 for 
KllbQurna. la -tht Midst of the yelling 
a motion waS'^lNA to lAi&ke It unan- 
imous. This prevailed while some 
Kilbourne men were yelling for a ver- 
ification of the vote by counties. The 
convention then took recess to 4 p. m.

John Roll McLean, tha homlnee, was 
born in Cincinnati September 17, 1848. 
He was sent to the public schools of 
that city and afterwards to Harvard 
college. His father was a sterling 
Democrat of the old school, '^hen he 
had completed his studies at Harvard. 
John R. MeLean bought tbe Interest of 
his father in the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
and finally assumed control of tbe en- 
tire plant. He took a lively interest 
In politics, both state and national, but 
has never held ofllce. He has been 
prominent as a member of the natloaal 
Democratic committee.

Rennes, Aug. 30.— At the opening in 
the Lytee of the second trial by court- 
martial of Captain Alfred Dreyfus oC 
the artillery, charged with treason. 
M. Paul Meyer, member of the insti- 
tute and director of the school of an- 
cient manuscripts was the flrst wit- 
ness called. He deposed in favor ot 
Dreyfus. 

After hearing MM. Mollnier and Qlry 
and M. Plcot, a member of the^ Insti- 
tute, all of whom testified in favor oC 
Dreyfua, General Oeloye testified 
against the prisoner on tbe artillarr 
references 'in the Imrdereiui. Then the 
court on the appliciiiiou of the govern- 
ment commissary, Major Carriere. qt- 
dered that the opening part of the nexC 
session behind dosed doors tor th# 
purpose of discussing doenowts relst- 
ing to the artillery. 

The evidence of MM. Meyer, Mollnier 
and Oiry, all of whom are handwrit- 
ing experts of the trat rank, was m 
strong point for, Dreyfus They were 
most emphatic in declaring the bor- 
dereau was written by Esterbazy and 
created a better impression than M. 
Berttllon by not Introducing the fan- 
tastic diagrams which ths latter dSSB- 
cd necessary. 

The action of General Mercler In ask- 
ing to be allowed to reply to Oeneral 
MoIIhler and then gettlhg up and con- 
firming the professor's statement that 
Esterbazy changed his handwriting 
since 1894 puzzled the audience. 

That Bsterhasy should deem It ad- 
visable to change his handwriting since 
the date of the bordereati which ap- 
pears at first sight to Indicate that be 
wrote it and that Mercler should sup- 
port Mollnier aroused discussion as to 
the general's motives. 

There are some popple who ses Ilk 
Mercier's unsolicited testimony In sup- 
port of the honorable nature of M. 
Mathleu Dreyfus' visit to Colonel Sand- 
herr in 1894 In behalf of bis brother 
and the general's move, an Indication 
of some change of attitude, perhaps a 
prelude to candid avowal ot his mis- 
takes of 1894. 

On the other hand, many persona 
thinlt thai General Mercier, fearing 
that Saturday's exposure will discredit 
him altogether with the Judges, haa 
conceived the Idea of giving way on 
certain points which, moreover, are al- 
most Incontestable and thii.s to some 
extent reinstate himself by an affecta- 
tion of Impartiality. 

M. Plcot related an Interesting con- 
versation which he had vrith the Aiis- 
tro-Hiingarian military attache. Colo- 
nel Schneider, mention of whose name 
evoked a prompt protest from Wniat 
Carriere In the name of the govern- 
ment and the state. Colonel Schneider, 
according to this witness, admitted 
that Esterbazy acted as a spy and 
wrote tha bordereau. 

General Roget, with his usual 
shrewdness, seised upon M. Plcot'a 
statement that Colonel Schneider ex- 
pressed astonishment that French offi- 
cers shonid have ths had taste to 
question the word of foreign officers to 
mount the platform snd make s short 
speech in defence of the attitude of the 
French officers, concluding with the re- 
mark: "I lntervf||M hsoause wheni, 
French officers arc attacked they hat* 
the right to defend thenuelves." 

These words will be published all 
over France and will te|i^ to mako 
Generat tlogat more popidar irlth tha 
army. 

Oeneral Deloye repeated his testl- 
moby before the court of cassation re- 
lating to the 120 short cannon hydro 
pneumatic brakit and ths robin shell. 

Dreyfus, in reply, made a clear state- 
ment, explaining that he saw tha 
hydro-pneumatic brake once at Bour- 
ges, once at the school of war, and 
that he nevar saw It nssd hecanas. 
while on the general staff, he 
never present at fifing practice. 

Major Carriere then made his ap- 
plication to have the court sit behind 
closed doors, explaining that ha desir- 
ed to submit to the court certain doo- 
umenta prepared by tbe gunnery bu- 
reau eontainlng information which It 
was not desirable to discuss In public 
The coort, after deliberation, grant- 
ed the sppllcation and al.'^o acceded to 
the request of the defense that their 
witness. Major Hartmann, of tbe artil- 
lery, be allowed to be present as ho 
would give Important testimony shov- 
ing that Dreyfus could not hsv< wf*(|« 
•tea tbe paragraphs

The institute was called to order by 
Superintendent at 9 o'clock Wednesday, 
and waa opened by oinging, "Hiding in 

Thee" and "Lead me, Savior." Scripture 
reading and prayer by the Rev. Mr. Cree. 

After roll call, the Instructor (resumed 
the discussion of the subject of ''Psychol- 
ogy." Mr. Willis delivered a very interestr 
ing lecture on this subject. He said, "the 
teacher's part in training children is a 
hard one, because no two are alike.'' 
''The trew lut thod of teaching is adapting 
your teaching to the nature of the taugb t.' ' 

After receaa the Inatitnte joined in 
singing "Labor On," and then the sub- 
ject of "Advanced English" waa taken 
np by the Inatmctor. The flrat topic, 
"When Should the I'se of Text Books 
Begin," was assigned to Mr. J. K. Pollit 
and he made some interesting remarks. 
Ilia discussion of the subject brought 
forth several suggestions from other 
uieuibers— Meaara. Kay, Tnmipaeed tnd 
Woodward. 

Mr. Kay on next topic, "Parsing," 
tbou^t that .it waa oftener abused than 
it ^waa oaed. Also, he thought it more 
benofldal to deal with phraaea and 
clauses than with words. The Instructor 
thought it waa "abused" by not using it 
in right manner. 

The next topic, "Diagraming," waa 
assigned to Mr. W. T. Berry. He asked 
for a definition of aentence and was 
answered by institute; also parts of sen- 
tences and received answers. He then 
wrote a sentence on the board illustrating 
his method of parsing, diagraming and 
analyzing. His illustrations brought forth 
several good suggestions. 

"The Useof Good English by the Teach* 
er," waa diacussed by Mr. Owens. 
"Methods for Preventing this Subject 
from Becoming a Drag," was discussed 
by Mr. Wilaon, who thought that to 
make the exercises varied was the best 
remedy. The subject was reviewed for a 
few minntea by the Inatmctor. He 
thinks it bettter to be a good English 
scholar than to be a good Latin or Greek 
aoholar. 

In the afternoon the Institute opened 
by singing, "Only Remembered," and 
after roll-call the subject of "Manage- 
ment" waa again taken up by the In- 
structor and discussed for a few minntea 
and then given to the Institute. The 
first topic was "Conditiona For Study." 
The Instructor gave as conditiona : 
An Orderly Community. 
General Prosperity. 
Spirit of the Times. 
An Enthusiastic School. 
A Scholary Teacher. 
Thia diacnaaion proved of very much 
benefit to the institute. 

Under the head of "General Rules For 
Study" the Inatmctor gave the following, 

viz : 

Study few things at a time. 
I'ut your whole mind on the subject. 
Prepare before undertaking it. 
Study human nature. 
Bring everything poaaibto to bear on 
tha rabject. 
Seek educated peroons. 
Rigidly classified. 

Be liberal and broad in your work. 
Bayouraelt 

Accept truth from wbatarar aooiw It 
is gleaned. 
"I Know I Lov* Thee Better, Lord," 

was sung after recess, and the Instructor 
then began the discussion of "Applica- 
tion of Peroentaga." The discussion of 
this subject was very much enjoyed by 
the institute, as the instructor illustrated 
all the principles under tbia head. 

The Committee on Program announced 
the order for to-day, and, the Institute 
then adjoumsd till 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

A Splendiii Way to Pat Up Corn. 

[ExehaaKe.] 

Select nice, tender corn; cut from the 
air withoat cooking, being carefnl not to 
cut too close to the cob, and you muet 
not scrape the cob, cither. Then meaanre 
the corn, and to each gallon put one pint 
of fine salt. If you like it a little sweet, 
add one half pint of sugar. Mix all well 
together. Then i)ack tightly in one gal- 
lon jars. When full put a saucer or board 
over the com and tie np tightly, and pat 
in cool place, but do not let freeze. This 
will mould a little on top, but when you 
wish to ose it remove the moulded corn, 
and you will find it white and nice. Soak 
it a little in tepid w ater, and cook in any 
way desired.

fore the seeeioa was over Dr. Chapin 
made an eloquent little speech, which 
dhelted mneh applaoie, and led to an in- 
vitation to always come and auke Mm' 
self at home in the society. 

Dr. Reed, aa the regular essayist, gave 
a very intereating acconnt of attending a 
■eventeen-year-old boy, who had bus 
tained a doable compouDd fracture of 
tbe left thigh booe. and where an entire 
irieetIM 01 ihk tMHi», thrNC and a half 
inches lone, had to be removed in order 
to aave the limb. The patient made a 
flood recovery and, atrange to eay, there 
was no shortening of the limb, the in 
jaty being cepaired by tbe ^wonderful 
pdwetf ^ fMriotteatt. It wal * 
most remarkable case. 

Dr. Ellis read a paper on the ' Morbid 
Proclivities and Retrogressive Tendencies 
in tbe Oflspring of Mulattoea," which 
well received by tbe aodety. ^

Tbe 
malatto is from a parentase that seema to baT» 
had a ibady time of it ever since tbe chUdren of 
Ham came out of tbe ark and began keepioR 
house oa their own book. 

To get at tbe mulatto we must begio on tbe 
black man first and aee bow he la getting 
In tbia land of free trade, free allm, free flghta, 
free wbiiky, and free talk a* to who la to be tbe 
next OoretBor of Xeatoeky. Flist w« nut 
^kaaaqolntatvltalalatiatloB. WhenainanU 
at aca. whaa be ia MdUng along a aboreleii 
•eaan from which the fog bot seldom litw, wh»n 
be oan't tooeb bottoai,wben good old whisky 
4o«i not cheer htm, when the nigbt deaa oot 
iaat him nor the BomiDa does not refreah htm, 
—then it la that ho begins to lean npon other 
men's learning and look into vital statistics. 

From lt»70 to 1880 tbe uexru population in our 
oonntry at large incnaied nearly as per cent. 
Pfom 18M to 1890 the Increaae was only a little 
over 13 per cent. This is about one half ol the 
Increase among the whites. For the year 1W»5, 
when eiRhiy-two white deaths from consump- 
tion (KTurriil ill the city of Nii^liville, tlicre 
oiiKtit lo Imvc been only iHrty nine tMilonil. 
wliiTi'as ilicre wire -Ms, or iiiort than four ami a 
hall times inon- tliiiii there oiit;tit to have been. 
It is an oeeasiou for serious alarm when :f7 per 
cent, ol the whole people are responsible for 72 
I>er cent, of the deaths from eousiimiition. 
Mortality among the colored people froi;; pul- 
monary diseases is alarmingly on the increabe 
ell over the South. 

From it>^2 te the excess of the deaths among 
tbe negroes over that of the whites was '.>()per 
oent From imi to 'M it bad risen to 1:17 per 
oeat. For tbe period between 1880 and 'Mi the 
exceas of colored dMths from lung troublea in 
the city of Atlanu w«a 139 per cent. From 1891 
to 'M It ran to nearly IM per oent. Bgfore the 
olTll war, consomptlon waa virtnally unknown 
atnenc the slaves. Aooordlng to Boflliuui, 
deaths from conaumptton have faUea off IM la 
UOffH among the wbllas, and laeraaaed 3M 
}b i<jo,O0O among the Uaeka siBoa IM). When 
we remember that tuberonlar and acrofulona 
dlstases are the dread agentt that have swept 
away the weaker races before tbe resistless 
ilBarob of Anglo-Saxon civilisation it would 
seem that unless the progress of tbese afftctiona 
among the negroes \% checked tbe raceis doomed 
to gradual extinction. Closely associated with 
tbese vital statistics and underlying theu is the 
question ol immorality and crime. The cousti 
tutional diseases thai are responsible for un- 
usual mortality are directly tracable to enfeebled 
constitutions broken down by sexUal excesaet^. 
More than CO per cent, of the negro children 
born in Washington (.'ity are illegitimates. In a 
certain county in Mississippi, during tbe year 
lKKi4:tOO marriage licenses were taken out of tbe 
Clerk's ofdee by white people. Tbe blacks, who 
outnumbered tbe whites four lold la that 
county, only took out three UoensekfertbeaiaM 
time. Comment is unneoeasaiy > 

History shows that when the ftngle flaTWi 
comes in contact with a weaker ta«s, that raoe 
Invariably goes to the wall. In spite of human- 
itarian and philanthropie sCorta, tbe priattag 
piesa. the steam aaglae and tbe eleetrle aaoter 
are exUrminating the negro more npUUyaad 
anrely than shot, shell and the bayeoet 

Hand la band, like links In tbe saaie chain, 
crime ever walkawMi disease, nirae-lonrtbs of 
tbe crimes of the South aro committed by ne- 
groes, coastltnUng only u per cent of tbe 

2 hale population, yet they furnish s; per cent, o' 
tef Its homictdsa and ao per cent of iu female 
bomloldas. In the-eute of Pennqrlvanla. where 
tbe nogieea fern only a per cent, of its popula- 
tion, they furnish IS per eaat of the male pris- 
oners and 84 per oent of tbe female prlsoners.i 
In Gbleago tbey furnish 10 per cent, of the 
arrests, though tbey only form i>, per l ent. of 
tbe population. In this conneetl(,ii permit me 
to ssy that tbe negro could never have gotten a 
foothold on this continent had be not come in 
tbe way he did. In the words of one of our 
American humorlBle, "He had a free ride to the 
country In a ship and at once went to work for 
othera aud had plenty to do ' ' The China- 
man tried to get in, but was met at tbe thiesbold 
bv an act of Congress, saying that this waa a 
White man's country, or at leut not a yellow 



man's country. The Indian baa been driven 
Waatward.end is last being textovtd by gun 
powder, whisky and rascality.

rx'Uator Hour, of Massachusetts, speaking on 
the floor of tlie I'. 8. feuate, Febrtwry Zlwl,

million of blacks in tbe .soutberu States. Wfth 
all dlie respect to tbe dUrtingtilsbed gentleman's 
views, yet still 1 am of the opinion that be^Js 
away off and don't know what he waa talkMtg 
about. Thirty years' observation— tbe time ^f 
my profaaalonal llic— haa uugbt me that the 
African raoe will yet disappear from the North 
American oontinent. The cenaua of 1880 shoWs 
that tbe reroentage of the loereeae of the negro 
raoe WM mneh laaa than that of the whitea, 
wnlte the p«leeBtage of tbe deaths among tte 
forniw waa largely In exesss of tbe latter. Tbe 
entering wedge was tubercular and tymotic dta- 
see. ^bere is but one lamp to gtiide our feet, 
aud that is tbe ligbt of expcrlanoe. ' The history 
oi tbe past shows that tbe sura road to destruc- 
tion is over the path o! sexual excess. "To be 
carnally minded Is death," and this is as true of 
a race (tr a nation as it Is of an individual. Tbe 
mingling of races leads to scrofula and con- 
sumption, ' As ye fow, 80 shall ye reap." One- 
fourih of all the deaths In the six New England 
States Is caused liy consumption. From their 
very geographical position, there has always 
been a miugling and commingling ol difTereut 
races and tongues In that part of our common 
country. In old Virginia we have had just the 
reverse— a purer breed, aud of course less con- 
sumption. There is nothing that tries tbe stay- 
ing qualities of a race so much as war. The «l- 
durauce and superb physical and moral qualities 
of tbe Virginia soldier in tbe War of tbe Re 
bellion have never been snrpessed. Be may not 
have fonght under Oe banner ef tbe Union, yet 
bis matebleseiteon li'tba glorlone bMiafee of 
the land we love I 

wiwraver you See tbe greatest InlermingUng of 
raceb there yoa will And reging tuberoulosls, oar' 
clnoma atkd atlnma ia all their terrorising forms 
—an e x csas l ve mortality among the chlldren-a 
disparity among tbeir men and women, tbe 
w.imen being in the majority, and thereiyou w 11 
see the scientist with his microscope hunting for 
tbe enemy of Hie and health in the q>Uta,ln the 
excreta and in tbe cell elements ! 

My professional expcriem e and studies have 
thoroughly Impressed me with the conviction 
that the offspring of mulattoes are the sabjccts of 
constitutional diseases to a greater degree than 
those of unmixed blood and when confined 
Btrlctlv lo their own class they scarcely reach 
the fourth tteneratlon in descent by reason of 
disease aud sterility. To an observant mind tbe 
contrast between White families, mulatto faaii- 
1 ( s and pura African famiUae aa to haaltb , power 
to resist disease, at>Uity toget along in tbe world, 
securing an education. Be well as to longevity. Is 
too great to eacape notice or to be asgaided as 
merely incidental. Ia tbe flrst andfvery often in 
tbe second generation tbe mulattoes an quite 
proliSe among themaelvea and tbe oflbprlBg ar- 
rive at maturity rather promlalngly. It amy be 
that tbe lirat ero« la tbe blood baa a tendency 
to robnstnem and baarttoass, tall, well nmde and 
biddinc well fbr tbe fatare. The second cross 
shows a change, tbe complexion being paler and 
more ash like and the body slender and weak, 
plainly bearing many of tbe characteristics of 
predisposltloB or lnoviti|^le tendencies to special 
disea se s of the strumous type. Tbe third union 
results generally in less fertility and greater pre- 
disposition to disease. Now the children pre- 
senttheabrofulousphyiilognomy. The fcarth un- 
ion still less fertile than the others brings forth a 
progeny largely suffering Irom cut'ineous affec- 
tions, ophthalmia, rickets, dropsy of the head, 
white swelling of the knee-joints, morbus' cox- 
arius, diseased glands, suppurating sores until 
the whole kjeneration Is quite extinct. The con- 
trast between the hiRtories of the mulatto and 
the negro families residiiii? •^iiie t.y siile, as to 
health, as to jHjwer to resist disease and as to 
Icuinevliy is too great to escajie notice or to be re- 
garded as merely incideoial. It is now oo^ervu- 
hle by the colored people themselves ilmt if h 
iiiuiatio marrlea back Into tbe parent stock tbe 
children to a greater degree esci^ sorofuloos 
affections. 

Dr. Robt. Knox in bis work on "The Races of 
Men" says, "I do not believe that any mulatto 
raee can be maintained beyond tbe third or 
fourth generatiOB by mulattoee alone. They 
must Intermarsy with pnror racee. or pwlab i 

Mr. Qeorge Foncbet saya that anch a race, such 
a type can only have aa eptaenieral existence. 
Or. FanlTopliMrd lefns to areend ol this sort 
la Jlecth Q M Haa. TUtn tbe easte of 1^ 
ama waa ooaatltnted entifelv of mulattoea freed 
by tbeir white fatliore. The State dismayed at 
the important posltton which tbey aasnmed put 
a stop to tbla Ubeiatiea. Left to tbeeMelves 
their number dsOreaaatt at tbe rataof MperesBt 
decennially. 

Itbnolo^ats have sought la vain among the 
rices of the earth for a raoe manifestly hybrid 
witb well defined characters Intermediate be- 
tween two known races perpetuating Itself with- 
out the concurrence of the parent raceit, Dr 
I'ritchard in his "Natural History of Man ' esserv 
ed that "no alaga tg^ isga >eipetittte IMf 

separately." 

Before leaving this interesting subject we may 
ask If there are any races comparatively free 
from tuberculosis and strumous affections. When 
you see the purity of race maintained in civilized 
or barbarous countries then you see little or no 
tabereulosls and scrofula. Do tbese afftctions 
pievail among tbe Jews and other unmixed 
races to anything the extent observed in coun- 
tries overran by emmigrants of every raoe and 
producing eroessd raoea without limit or regard 
to race afflattleat 

Many etbaolegtsts have ooatended that tbe 
United Btatea w^en tbe AngIo4axon race Is still 
predominant Zbnt wblob Is ovenma by Immi- 
gtanis of varieiu other raoaa la by that very clr- 
cumstaaee threatened by decay In aa mneb as 
this eoatlniMaa Immigration may have the siltet 
of producing a hybrid race containing the germ 
of diseaae, decay and future sterility. There are 
serious men who have predteted from etbnologte 
causes tbe overthrow of the United Smtes Just as 
Ezekiel predicted the ruin of Alexandria.

Waahington, Aug. 30.— The Inatllar 
commiaalon, which baa been preparing 
a code for POrto Rico, has completed 
Ita labora and aubmltted its report to 
Secretary Root The code is drafted 
with a view of engrafting the laws cf 
the United States upon the old Spanish 
lawa in force In the island at the time 
of the cesalon. The commiaaion now 
ceases to exist 

The commiBBion has confined its la- 
bors ezcluBlreljr to the preparation of 
a code for Porto Rico. The code abro- 
gates all the Spanish law and loyal de- 
crees and all systems of pfOOedure. It 
puts in Us place the proTlaiona of the 
code modified after the lawa of the 
United States. 

It makes applicable to Porto Rico 
certain statutes of the United States ao 
that no loophole is left It provides a 
quasi civil govemBent aimilar to that 
under which New Mexico waa govern- 
ed when the territorial government was 
instituted. 

An American court system is provid- 
ed, aa a enprene court, diatrlct court, 
probate court, Juaticee of the peaoe and 
police court in the dtlea. 

Also a federal court lo have exchislve 
Jurisdiction of all federal questlona and 
concurrent Jurisdiction in eivfl and 
criminal nattera The supreme court 
ia to cotaatat ot five Judges and the 
proper number of Judges and other offi- 
cials for the other couru will be ap- 
pointed. 

The code providea for a board of pub- 
lic inatructloaB aad the official lan- 
guage of tbe island is to be KugUsb. 

The island la divided into seven dis- 
trlcta witb a eoaiiplete a|rate|h of bounty 
townships organication. 

No provision Is made for elections, 
the commissioners stating that they 
are abundant!/ aatlafied that the peo- 
ple of Porto lam ire ^ fAdy to ex- 
ercise the elective franchise.
